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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 15 recites the limitation "wherein the protruding ridge and groove share a 
common plane of symmetry, a centerline of the protruding ridge being aligned with a centerline of the groove", which changes the scope 
of the claimed invention and would require an updated search and new consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. In the 103 
rejection to Oh/Gravener, Gravener is being used as a teaching reference to show that having an interlocking mechanism will provide 
better grip of .the vessel surface. This is evident in col. 5, lines 8-23. Therefore, modifying Oh's invention to include the interlocking 
mechanism will also provide better grip. The argument that the Oh reference is directed towards a polymeric clip while the Gravener 
reference is directed towards a deformable clip is not found persuasive because both inventions are directed towards a clip having two 
arms that are used to clamp against a vessel surface. Thus, the structure on the inner surface of the arms are relevant and applicable to 
either invention. 
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
